P aris , May 23.—Death cam e to Victor 
Hugo about 1:30 p. m. Friday. 
There had 
been a rapid and easily v isible change dur­ 
ing the morning, and his friends were ex­ 
pecting the end at any m oment 
He re 
fuse I to see a priest about an hour before 
he died. 
The ev ening 
newspapers appeared in 
mourning. 
It is believ ed that his funeral 
will be the grandest seen in Franco for a 
century. 
The celebrated painter, Bonnat, 
made 
a 
sketch of Hugo 
as he 
lay 
on 
h ii 
death-bed, 
and 
will 
paint 
a. portrait 
from 
it. 
In 
the 
senate 
M. LeRoyer, the v enerable statesman, pro­ 
nounced a eulogy upon the dead poet. 
M. 
Brissou, the prime minister, also eulogized 
the deceased, and mov ed that the funeral be 
conducted by the state. 
The motion was 
unanimously adopted. 
The senate and the 
chamber of deputies, after listening to ad 
dresses, adjourned. 
It is proposed to inter the poet’s body in 
the Pantheon. 
The day of the funeral will 
bo observ ed all ov er France as one of mourn 
ing. 
AH the gov ernment offices, the schools 
and the theatres will be closed. 
It is stated 
that M. Hugo suffered terribly for sev eral 
hours before his death. 
The funeral of Victor Hugo will probably 
take place next Wednesday. 
It is proposed 
that the body be interred under the Arc de 
Trioraphe. 
Unprecedent preparations, both 
public and priv ate, are being made for a 
grand demonstration of respect 
The great poet’s death was peaceful. 
His 
last words were: 
“Adieu Jeanne; adieu,” 
addressed to his fav orite grand daughter. 
Ro me, May 23.—The chamber o f deputies 
has ado pted a series o f reso lutio ns eulo ­ 
gizing Victo r Hugo , and co ndo ling with 
bis relatives. 
Victor Hugo was 83 years 
old. 
His 
peculiarities were his Liv e for children, his 
strict observ ances of the laws of health, and 
his inordinate v anity, which increased as he 
neared his end. 
His house was decorated 
with richness, the furniture being the 
style of

XIV.

Th is man , wh o attracted in h is day 
con siderable of th e atten tion of th e peo­ 
ple of th e Un ited 
States, 
an d wh o 
faith fu lly serv ed in n early all of th e 
pu blic station s ex cept th at of Presi­ 
den t, an d was a v ery promin en t can di­ 
date for th at, died in Oregon . 
An d it 
is probably kn own to bu t a few of th o 
citizen s of th is cou n try ,wh om h e serv ed 
so lon g an d faith fu lly , th at h e died 
v ery poor, n eglected an d almost alon e, 
driv en by wan t ev en from th e more fer­ 
tile v alley s of h is adopted State, fu r u p 
on th e side of th e mou n tain , wh ere h e 
bu ilt a log cabin , an d died th ere. 
Th e writer of th is article kn ew’ h im 
well in th e prime of h is life in In dian a. 
He was elected to th e In dian a Legisla­ 
tu re before h e was 21 y ears of age, au d 
h ad to wait awile after th e Legislatu re 
met before h o was old eu on gh to take a 
seat. 
Th is was in 18112. After th at h e 
was a member of th at body con tin u ou s­ 
ly for twen ty -fou r y ears. 
On th e dec­ 
laration of war with Mex ico, in 1840, 
h e w as elected Colon el of th o secon d 
regimen t. 
He soon rose to Brigadier, 
an d to Major Gen eral. 
He comman d­ 
ed th e left win g of Gen eral Bu tler’s di­ 
v ision at th o battle of Bu en a Vista, an d 
was sev erely wou n ded in th e arm. 
He 
was in comman d at th e battle of Mon ­ 
mou th , an d defeated San ta An n a. 
Ho 
also comman ded at th e battles of Ail is- 
co, Floscu la, an d Metamoras. 
At th o 
close of th is war h o was made Major 
Gen eral by Presiden t Polk. 
He w as a Democrat, lifo lon g, an d in 
1852 was a promin en t can didate for 
Presiden t before th e Democratic Con ­ 
v en tion at Baltimore. 
In dian a v oted 
for Lan e solidly for th irty -two ballots. 
Cass, Dou glass, an d Pierce wore th o 
oth er two can didates for th e n omin a­ 
tion . 
Th e cou n try kn ows th at Pierce 
was th e su ccessfu l man . 
Prev iou s to 
th is, h owev er, Presiden t Polk h ad in 
1848 appoin ted Lan e Gov ern or of Ore­ 
gon , wh ere h o was liv in g wh en a can di­ 
date for Presiden t. 
Ho was remov ed 
h y Presiden t Tay lor in 1849, an d th e 
n ex t y ear h e was elected a delegate to 
Con gress from Oregon , an d con tin u ed 
to h old th at position u n til th o Territory 
was admitted as a State, an d h o was 
elected Pn itad States Sen ator. 
Wh ile 
h oldin g 
th is 
position , 
in 
1800 
h e was n omin ated for Vico Presiden t, 
with .loh n C. Breckin ridge for Presi­ 
den t. 
He receiv ed sev en tv two v otes 
for Vice-Presiden t. 
In 1801 h o retired 
from th o Sen ate by th o ex piration of 
h is term, an d a su med th o position of 
priv ato citizen . 
He h ad a farm at or 
n ear lioseberg, Oregon , bu t became in ­ 
v olv ed in debt, h is farm an d all h is 
property were sold at » Sh eriff's sale, au d 
h e retired u p fou r miles, on th o side of 
th e mou n tain au d bu ilt a eabin , wh ere 
h e died. 
It is certain ly a v ery seriou s matter, 
th at a mail wh o h ad serv ed h is cou n try 
so lon g an d so faith fu lly in th o lowest 
an d n ex t to th e h igh est offices in th o 
cou n try , sh ou ld be driv en ou t of socio- 
ty an d almost bey on d civ ilization to dio 
in wan t. Joaqu in Miller, in an article 
in th e San Fran cisco 
Ch ro n icle, from 
person al kn owledge, records th e fol­ 
lowin g: 
Ho say .i h e saw Gen . Lan e th o day lie 
was 65, th en adds: 
“Ten y ears later 
on my retu rn from Eu rope, I sou gh t 
h im ou t.

Ho came forward, 
ax in h is h an d, to meet me, h is aged 
wife sh adin g lier ey es with h er h an d, 
as sh e looked from th e cabin door, won ­ 
derin g wh at stran ger cou ld possibly 
h av e climbed th is mou n tain to th eir 
h u m bio h ermitage. 
“An d h ere, on th o mou n tain top, with 
th o compan ion of h is bosom for more 
th an fifty y ears, th o su n of th is old lto- 
man Sen ator’s life wen t down . 
Noth ­ 
in g was said of h im at h is death , for n o 
on e th ere kn ew h im in h is life. 
I lay 
th is h an dfu l of leav es on my dear dead. 
It is all 1 h av e to giv e. 
I, a robin , 
brin g leav es for on e wh o was lost in 
th e woods, on e wh o lay down alon e an d 
u n kn own , an d died in th o wildern ess of 
th is life.

Let me introduce y ou to two men. 
First, to old Lord Arthur Lanton; a well* 
to-do, fashionable, clubable, bien 
soigne 
bachelor. 
Somewhat 
old-fashioned; 
he 
called y ellow “ y allar,” and alway s dropped 
his final g’s when talking of readin’ or dinin’ 
out. 
He wore a blue spotted crav at, a buff 
waistcoat, a geranium in his buttonhole, and 
a gold-mounted ey eglass, which he held to, 
but nev er stuck in, his left ey e. 
At the 
time of 
which I write he was 5 3 
and 
a-half, gouty , 
crackly as to v oice, and 
rather affected in manner. 
He had v ecued 
considerably about the time of the Crimean

Ho was

mu scu lar, good-looking, and winning in all 
his ways—except at whist. 
He playc l polo, 
and 
shot 
pigeons, 
and 
belonged to 
the 
]iew 
Clu b,, 
and 
variou s 
‘J u ­ 
nior-',’ 
He 
lived 
in 
Flat 13, Regency 
man-ions; and he, too, had baths, and tu bes, 
and many modern photographs, an I a cav­ 
ern fu ll of soda water, and other things and 
he was by no means on good terms with his 
father, the du ke of Dorset. 
From all which 
things can be gathered his differentiation, as 
scientists say, from his u ncle, who lived in 
the flat below him. 
Art Lanton had been scrapish, not to say 
scampish, and ru mor had it tlmt he had of­ 
fended the du cal head of the family by giv­ 
ing a mixed and somewhat dram atic charac­ 
ter at Dorset hou se, into the middle of which 
the du ke had most u nju stifiably popped. 
However, his chiof grou nd of offense was 
that be had recently been affectionately 
ailk hed, and, indeed, openly devoted, to Miss 
H arry Horton. 
Her name was H arriet; bu t 
everybody had called her Harry ever since 
she was a school-girl. 
T » describe with any thing like fidelity dear 
Harry Horton would take up several con­ 
secu tive nu mbers of this journal, 
which 
might possibly irritate tho solvers of 
the 
acrostics an 1 the people who read the city 
article. 
Suffice it that she was graceful and 
svelte; that she had tossed brown hair, 
v iolet ey es—big, deep-lashed, rather mourn­ 
ful, soul-destroy ing, real v iolet ey es; that 
from a mouth that was rather mutine, she 
was wont to laugh, as it were, with a tiny 
peal u f silv er bells; that she had hosts of 
adorers; that she rode with perfect hands 
and danced with perfect feet; that she was a 
brav e, girlish girl, and that she was the 
most downright, audacious and deliberate 
flirt in London. 
This tendency of Harry ’s 
arose from buoy ant animal spirits, a quick 
senso of humor, and a perfectly innocent de­ 
sire to please people.

cou nters of their wits,” which, I regret to 
say, frequ ently led to ru de things being said, 
to piqu e an l jjotu lance on one side and to 
growlings ail I going away after grou se on 
the other. 
For all that, they never sent 
back photographs or did anything s » absu rd 
as to a-k for old letters to bo destroyed, or to 
“bu ry tho past,” as sentimental folk nnd 
poet people do in like cases. 
They simply 
*u lkod, longed f< r reconcilation, and made 
no m ivo till a picnic or water party brou ght 
them together, and then 
it was eith r, 
“Harry, I was a beast,” or “Art, I’m sc 
sorry, ‘—sometimes only a glance from the 
\i *let eyes, or an abru pt, ring-cru shing grip 
from a big brown hand; bu t at all events, 
Harry's “make-u p” (I don’timply, mark y< u , 
that the lady had stu dio 1 tho mysteries of 
macqu illage) and A rt’s u nconditional su r­ 
renders were always fu ll and complete. 
They were not engaged, nor had they ever 
'poken to su ch a thing; bu t they were chu ms, 
or, at least, so they said to each other. Their 
sympathies lay chiefly in mu tu al disliking*» 
of certain people and ways of life.

H er 
folk s objected, te ry j#operly , to her 
marry in g a strollin g prin ter, withou t 
mon ey or an y thin g else, an d I agreed 
to wait. 
“ Abou t this time I got in to a bad 
scrape. 
I, with three other y ou n g fel­ 
lows, who were rather a hard lot, x v as 
arrested on com plain t of fou r girls 
whom we m et at a pray er-meetin g. 
I 
had n ev er seen them before, bu t we 
walk ed homo with them, an d they made 
a charge of im proper con du ct again st 
u s all. 
The others got bail, bu t I had 
n o rich relativ es an d prepared to go to , 
ail. 
At tho ex amin ation I told the 
ju stice that I had n o lawy er an d n o 
mon ey to pay on e, when , to my great 
su rprise, a leadin g attorn ey of the 
town , whom I had n ev er spok en with 
an d did n ot k n ow', stepped forward an d 
gav e bail for me an d offered to defen d 
me.

No en terp rise that has yet been started 
in this city has been of such gen eral ben ­ 
efit to the p eop le, or con tributed more to 
the p rosp erity of this city, than the loca­ 
tion here of the Northern Illin ois Normal 
School. 
No argumen t on our p art is 
n eeded to substan tiate this fact. 
Every 
merchan t, or other busin ess man , 
has received trade from scholars an d 
teachers, or who in directly, as man y do, 
receive addition al trade from the man y 
boardin g houses, about the city, can un 
derstan d this. 
Were it n ot for the Col­ 
lege man y little homes in Dixon n ow p ros­ 
p erous with boarders en ougli to sup p ort 
a widow an d her children , would be va­ 
can t. 
The n eat n ew boardin g houses n ear 
the college are silen t but forcible witn ess 
of the good work for tli is city accomp lish 
ed. 
On in quiry at the p ost office we are 
in formed that the in crease of busin ess 
there from that furn ished by the man age­ 
men t of the College amoun ts to over on e 
thousan d dollars p er year. 
This is aside 
from the in crease of busin ess made by 
the scholars atten din g at the school. The 
college actually holds the class of this 
p ost office a grade above what it would 
be were it n ot (here. Over seven thous­ 
an d dollars are distributed mon thly amon g 
our mechan ics, merchan ts an d, in deed, 
all classes of trade by this school. This 
bein g true we can n ot un derstan d why 
the Dixon S u n should en deavor to drive 
from the town such an in stitution . It 
would ap p ear that this city was doomed 
to suffer fin an cially through the stup idity, 
selfishn ess or en vy of its own citizen s. 
We can n ot comp lain of outside op p osi­ 
tion when our own citizen s are, fin an cial­ 
ly sp eakin g, cuttin g our own throats. 
We do n ot un derstan d why, con sidered 
in the light of a mere question of justice 
an d fair dealin g, there should ap p ear in 
a p ap er here such a cruel falsehood as 
that uttered in the last issue of that p ap er. 
The editor made n ot the slightest effort 
to in vestigate in regard to the facts in the 
matter of comp lain t con cern in g the food 
furn ished at the college, but p ublished 
the en tire exaggerated rep ort of a coup le 
of boys who had a grievan ce again st the 
cook at the school. The boys may or 
may n ot have in ten ded the affair as a 
joke; but it resulted in a very malicous 
attack by the S u n on an in stitution that 
should receive the un an imous aid an d 
hearty sup p ort of the p eop le of this city. 
Were it n ot the desire an d in ten tion of 
slan derin g the college the S u n could have 
easily learn ed that the statemen ts made 
were n ot true. The boysgiyin g the com­ 
p lain t were stran gers to the editor. They 
came to the S u n office with a terrible 
story about the food furn ished! N ow in 
the n ame of common sen se why did n ot 
the editor in form these youn g men that 
just across the street from the college 
groun ds there are a n umber of first class 
boardin g bouses where board can be had 
at p rices ran gin g 
all the way from 
that charged at the college din in g room to 
three dollars p er week? It is n ot true, as 
stated, that they huye p aid their board in 
advan ce an d can n ot have it refun ded. 
Messrs Dille an d Flin t have n ever refused 
to refun d mon ey for board advan ced; an d 
furthermore, there is n ot the slightest 
reason or excuse for comp lain t again st 
the college board, for the reason that 
n ear by there are boardin g houses where 
first class board is furn ished. The charges 
arc: 
Han lan ’s $1.8 0, the same as at the 
College; Hastin gs, $2.50; Smith's $2.50. 
an d at other p laces still higher. A great 
man y studen ts, who feel able to p ay 
higher rates, board outside the college. 
Furthermore, the scholars at the college 
are all youn g men an d women ran gin g in 
age mostly from eighteen to thirty years. 
Those that are youn ger than that have 
p aren ts livin g in Dixon an d board at 
home. Man y have been teachers an d 
sup erin ten den ts of schools, an d are fully 
able to take care of themselves. 
To show 
how un just are the S u n 't 
i charges it is ouly 
n ecessary to state that ail who are said to 
be so cruelly treated still remain at the col­ 
lege; seem to be quite hap p y, an d are in 
good healthy con ditiou, an d n ot in the 
least in clin ed to leave. This would he 
very stran ge could we believe there was 
very much truth in the S u n 's terrible 
statemen ts con cern in g the miserable an d 
cruel treatmen t. 
In deed it is a fact that 
ull the studen ts, able fin an cially to do so, 
return to the Dixon College to fin ish their 
education . 
Now let us in vestigate the 
food busin ess. 
We p resume there is n ot 
a house keep er in the lan d who has n ot 
fouud, after the cookin g had commen ced, 
that she has “stun k up ” her kitchen with 
a p iece of bad corn beef, or other meat. 
We have heretofore exp lain ed this. 
T h e 


T e l e g r a p h fin ds b y statemen ts made by 
the butchers, bakers an d grocers of whom 
the college man agemen t buy food that 
the very best is ordered. 
Here is a statemen t from the youn g 
ladies who, p robably as moie of a lark 
than ought else, took breakfast at the 
hotel Mon day: 


“In rep ly to an article in the Dixon Sun 
of May 20th, in regard to the affairs at the 
Coll. ire, we would like to say, somethin gs 
were false an d some exaggerated. The 
din n er 
served 
us

Mon day was 
objection able, the meat bein g un whole 
some. 
We were highly in cen sed at this 
an d twen ty-seven youn g ladies decidec 
that we should go to the Washin gton 
House for breakfast, if hash was servec 
to us ip the morn in g, feelin g that it was 
addin g in sult to in sult. 
Feelin g justifiec 
in so doin g we wen t to the Washin gton 
House an d got our breakfast after which 
we came back to the College an d wen t to 
who | class as usual, n ot bein g in terviewee 
about it, as was rep resen ted, an d makin g 
n o remarks con cern in g the same.. 
In regard to our board in gen eral we 
have n ot at all times been p erfectly satis­ 
fied, but haye n ever made comp lain t be­ 
fore. 
We are n ot comp elled to remain at the 
boardin g hall; but, takin g everythin g in 
to con sideration , we p refer to remain 
rather than to go elsewhere. 
It is gen ­ 
erally un derstood that the Prin cip al is 
willin g to refun d all board mon ey if an y 
on e chooses to chan ge his or her board 
in g p alce. 
As far as we kn ow the san itary con ­ 
dition of the College is good. 
We have written this article feelin g 
that it is justice due to the College. 
We 
have stated the affairs as they are, an d 
wish n othin g misrep resen ted or misun ­ 
derstood.” 
[Sign ed by the twen ty-seven 
youn g ladies.] 
It will be seen by the above that the 
main charges in the Sun ’s editorial are 
false. The youn g ladies sup p osed that the 
tain ted meat which was cooked might ap ­ 
p ear in the form of hash at the breakfast, 
an d so they took a morn in g walk to the 
hotel. 
But on bein g assured that the 
meat was thrown away whon foun d to be 
bad an d was n ot hashed, the trouble was 
at an en d. 
As con clusive eviden ce of 
the falsity of the Sun ’s charges again st 
the College we give the statemen ts of a 
few of the busin ess men where the p rin ­ 
cip le articles of food are 
p urchasd. 
These arc well kn own reliable men . 
We 
do n ot un derstan d how a slan der can be 
more comp letely (p ut down than is that 
uttered by the Sun by the followin g: 
A leadin g butcher says: 
“The meat 
used at the college Mon day forjdin n er was 
the same as was sen t to the Washin gton 
House an d was cut from the same an imal. 
I sell as good surloin , roun d an d shoulder 
steak an d boilin g meat to the college as I 
do to an y of my customers. 
I have n o 
customers more p articular as to the kin d 
of meat they get than college folks, an d 
if I sen d them a p iece of flan k or p iece 
n ot choice, I get word at on ce that they 
wan t better meat. The college buys an d 
p ays for as gocd meat as I keep .’’

A well kn own baker furn ishes this: 


“ T h is is t o ce r t if y that the bread used 
at the college is made by me. 
It is made 
from the best flour an d is of the same 
quality as that used at the Hotels an d all 
over town .” 
R. B e i r e r . 
“Sp en cer & Harden states as follows: 


T h is 
is t o ce r t if y that the college has, 
for more than two years p urchrsed gro­ 
ceries such as coffee, sugar, butter, lard 
vegetables, etc., in amoun ts averagin g 
from on e hun dred to two hun dred dollars 
an d up wards an d have n ever p urchrsed 
an y but first class goods. They are as 
p articular to have good goods as an y cus­ 
tomers we have.
